The most valuable sandal-wood is front 
the heart of an old tree; the wood-is hard¬ 
er and more yellow, and has a stronger 
perfume than that near the bark, or in a 
young tree. Win n the tree is cut, it is 
stripped of its bark, cut into pieces, and 
buried in the grouud to dry. If dried in 
tile sun it is liable to become cheeked or 
warped; but when covered with a light 
soil in some dry place, the wood is thor¬ 
oughly seasoued aud without a flaw, lno 
trees do not grow abundantly anywhere; 
and so touch time is lost in search of them, 
that the trade is not very profitable.
